Vision Zero Improvements 


LADOT has implemented a large capital program to install safety treatments that continue to ramp up 
each year. Funding from previous years has resulted in more engineering improvements in 2019 than 
any other year since this program began. LADOT has implemented over 2,800 individual safety 
improvements on Priority Corridors since Vision Zero improvements began in January of 2017, including 
more than 1,500 improvements in 2019. 2019 improvements include:
